nizance of a new theory according 
to which cancerous cells may be 
conquered by attacking their source 
of energy. 


“This review of the main weap- 
ons used by modern chemical ther- 
apy against cancer,” he continued, 
“makes us appreciate all the bet- 
ter the untiring efforts of the men 
who are fighting this disease . . 
Even if chemical therapy has not 
yet conquered the last positions, 
we dare believe that the decisive 
battle will be fought in its field, 
and that someday it will be pos- 
sible to destroy cancerous cells 
with medicines having specific ef. 
fects on them.” 


The fact that so many lives de- 

nd upon a solution of the prob- 
em of cancer stimulates the hu- 
man mind to over its limitations, 
the Pope said. The task demands 
spirit of sacrifice, method, deep 
thought and steadfastness. Not 
the least of its requirements, he 
added, is to go before God with a 
— heart and ask for vic- 
ory. 


“Be sure that by fighting one of 
the most dangerous aspects of 
physical illness,” he told members 
of the congress, “you contribute 
to the repair, as much as is in your 
power, of some of the consequen- 
ces of the disorder that sin of man 
has introduced into the world.”

He compared these “living” 
teacher-ships with the academic 
world’s traditional endowed 
chairs which require a capital 
gift “beyond the means of most 
persons interested in aiding pri- 
vate education today.” 


The university has agreed that 
each faculty chair so subsidized 
may be named for the corporation, 
individual or alumni club making 
the gift, Father Cavanaugh said. 

Father Cavanaugh stressed that 
the amount of the gift will not be. 
added to the salary of the teacher 
chosen to fill the designated po- 
sition, but will be a contribution 
to the total faculty budget of the 
university from which the total 
salaries of all faculty members 
will advance proportionately. 


SINCE 1953 all unrestricted 
gifts to the University of Notre 
Dame “have been earmarked for 
faculty development, Father Cav- 
anaugh pointed out. Salary scales 
for the several faculty ranks have 
been raised appreciably and more 
than a score of internationally rec- 
ognized scholars have been added 
to the faculty either permanently 
or as visiting professors.

NODL DENIES this charge. It 


feels that mature literary works 
should be available to adults in 
legitimate book stores and librar- 
ies and. that unwholesome publica- 
tions should ultimately be removed 
from sale through due process of 
law. 

NODL believes, that a parent or 
a group of citizens who are con- 
vinced that certain publications 
are harmful for youthful reading 
have a right to voice their objec- 
tions to these publications when 
they find them easily available for 
children. 


As noted, NODL states as a mat- 
ter of policy that these objections 
should take the form of persua- 
sion and “should never be by 
threat or boycott. Furthermore, 
when these interested people be- 
lieve that the publications are in 
violation of existing laws, they 
should have recourse to. the 
courts. 


In following such a procedure, 
these people are acting in a 
truly democratic manner. NODL
